Washington.— President Coolldge In 
his first messa ge to the congress had 
the 
following 
recommendations 
to

Since the close of the la st congress 
the nation has lost President Harding. 
The world knew his kindness and his 
•humanity , his grea tness and his char­ 
acter. 
Lie ha s left his mark upon 
history . 
He ha s made justice more 
certain and pea ce more secure. 
The 
surpa ssing tribute paid to his mem­ 
ory as he was borne across the con­ 
tinent to rest at 
last at home re­ 
v ea led the place he held In the hearts 
of rhe American people. 
But this is 
not the occasion for ex tended refer­ 
ence to the man or his work. 
In this 
preseuce, among those who knew and 
lov ed him, that is unnecessary . 
But 
we 
who were 
a ssocia ted 
with 
him 
could not resume together the func­ 
tions of our oiHce without pa using for | 
a moment, and in his memory recon­ 
secra ting ourselv es to the serv ice of 
our country . 
H e Is gone. 
We re­ 
main. 
it is our duty , under the In­ 
spiration of his ex ample, to ta ke up 
the burdens which he was permitetd 
to lay down, and fo dev elop and sup­ 
port the wise principles of gov ernment 
which he represented 
Foreign Affair*. 
For us 
peace reigns ev ery where. 
We desire to perpetua te it a lwa y s by 
gra nting full justice to others and re­ 
quiring of others full justice to our- 
sel v es. 
Our country has one cardinal prin­ 
ciple to maintain in its foreign pol­ 
icy . 
It is an American principle. 
It 
must 
be an American policy . 
We 
a ttend to our own affairs, conserv e 
our own strength, and protect the in­ 
terests of our own citizens; but we 
recognize thoroughly our obligation to 
help others, reserv ing to the decision 
of our own judgment 
the time, the 
place, and the method. 
We realize 
the common bond of humanity . 
We 
know the inesca pa ble la w of serv ice. 
Our country ha s definitely refused 
to adopt and ratify the cov enant of the 1 
Lea gue of Nations. 
We hav e not fair 
wa rra nted in a ssuming the responsi­ 
bilities which its members hav e a s­ 
sumed. 
I 
am 
not 
proposing 
any 
cha nge in this policy ; neither is the 
sena te. 
The Incident, so far as w e 
are concerned, is closed. 
The lea gue 
ex ists as a foreign agency . 
We hope 
it will be helpful. 
But the United 
Sta tes sees no reason to limit Its own 
freedom and Independence of action 
by J oining it. 
We shall do well to rec­ 
ognize this basic fact In ail national 
a ffa irs and gov ern ourselv es accord­ 
ingly . 


W orld Court. 
Our foreign policy 
h a s a lwa y s b e e n 
guided by two principles 
The one is 
the a v oida nce of permanent politico! 
a llia nce 
which 
would 
sacrifice 
<••• 
proper Independence. 
The other is 
the pea ceful settlement of controv er­ 
sies between nations. 
By 
ex a mple 
and by treaty we ha v e a dv oca ted a rbi­ 
tration. 
For nearly 25 y ears we ha v e 
been a member of The Ha gue tribunal, 
and ha v e long sought the creation of 
a permanent World Court of J ustice. 
I am In full accord with both of t h e s e 
policies. 
I fav or the esta blishment 
of such a court intended to include 
t h e whole world. 
That is. and ha s 
long 
b e e n , an American policy . 
Pending before the sena te is a pro­ 
posal 
that' this gov ernment giv e its 
support to the Permanent Court of In­ 
terna tiona l J ustice, which is n new 
and somewha t different plan. 
This is 
not a 
partisan question. 
It 
should 
not a ssum e an artificial importance, j 
The court is merely a conv enient in­ 
strument of adjustment to which we 
could go, but to which we could" not be 
brought. 
It should be discussed with 
entire candor, not by a political but 
by a J udicial method without pressure 
and without prejudice. 
Partisanship 
ha s no place In our foreign relation*. 
As I wish to see a court established. * 
and as the proposal presents the only 
pra ctica l plan on which many nation* j 
ha v e ev er agreed, though it may not 
meet ev ery desire. 
I therefore com­ 
mend it to the fa v ora ble eonsidern- j 
tion of the senate, with the proposed 
reserv a tions clearly indicating our re­ 
fusa l to adhere to the League of Na­ 
tions. 
Russia 
Our diplomatic relations, lately so 
largely interrupted, are now being re­ 
sumed. 
but 
Russia 
presents notable 
difficulties. 
We hav e ev ery desire to 
see that great peojffe, who are our tra­ 
ditional friends, restored to their po­ 
sition among the na tions of the earth. 
We hav e reliev ed their pitiable desti­ 
tution with an enormous charity . Our 
gov ernment offers no objection to the 
I carry ing on of commerce by our citi­ 
zens with the people of Russia. 
Otir 
gov ernment 
does 
not propose, 
how­ 
ev er. to enter into relations with an- 
j other regime which refuses 
to recog 
r --------- M J Hi— ------------------ 
; aize the sanctity of international ob* 
sea and land, our gov ernment during 


ligatTons. 
f da not propose to barter 
a wa y for the priv ilege of trade any of 
rhe cherished rights of humanity . 
I 
do not propose to make merchandise 
of any American principles. 
These 
rights and principles must go wherev er 
the sa nctions of our gov ernment go. 
But while the fav or of America is 
not for sale, I am willing to make v ery 
large concessions for the purpose of 
rescuing the people of Russia. Already 
encouraging ev idences of returning to 
the ancient wa y s of society can be de­ 
tected. 
But more are needed. 
When­ 
ev er there appears any disposition to 
compensate our citizens who were de­ 
spoiled, and to recognize that debt con­ 
tracted with our gov ernment, not Ly 
the czar, but by the newly formed re­ 
public of R u ssia ; whenev er the activ e 
spirit of enmity to our Institutions is j 
a ba ted; whenev er there appear works 1 
mete 
for 
repenta nce; 
our 
country 
ought to be the first to go to the eco­ 
nomic and moral 
rescue of Russia. 
We hav e ev ery desire to help and no I 
desire to injure. 
We hope the time is 
near at hand when we cun a c t 
Debts. 
The current debt and Interest due 
from foreign gov ernments, ex clusiv e of 
the British debt of $4,000,000,000, Is 
about $7 ,200,000,000. 
I do not fav or ‘ 
the cancella tion of this debt, but 1 see i 
no objection to adjusting it in accord­ 
ance with the principle adopted for the 
British debt. • Our country would not 
wish to a ssume the role of an oppres- 
siv e debtor, but would maintain the 
principle that financial obligations be­ 
tween na tions are likewise moral obli­ 
gations which international faith and 
honor require should be discharged. 
Our gov ernment ha s 
a liquidated 
claim a ga inst Germany for the ex pense 
of the army of occupation of ov er $225,- 
000,000. Besides this, the mix ed claim* 
commission hav e before them about 
12,500 cla ims of American citizens, ag­ 
gregating about $1,225,000,000. 
These 
claims ha v e already been reduced by 
u recent decision, but there are v alid 
claims reaching well towurd $500,000,- 
000. 
Our thousa nds of citizens with 
credits due them of hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars hav e no redress sa v e 
In the action of our gov ernment. These 
are v ery substa ntia l Interests, which 
it Is the duty of our gov ernment to 
protect as best it can. 
Tha t course 1 
propose to pursue. 
It is for these reasons that we hav e 
a direct intercist in the economic re­ 
cov ery of Europe. 
They a n1 enlarged 
by our desire for the sta bility of c i v ­ 
ilization ni» J the welfa re of humanity , 
iha t we are making sacrifices to that 
end none ca n deny , 
our deferred in­ 
terest alone amounts to a million dol­ 
lars ev ery day . 
But recently we of­ 
fered to aid with our a dv ice and coun­ 
sel. 
YVe hav e reiterated our desire to 
see I* ranee paid and Germany rev iv ed. I 
We liuv e proposed disarmament. 
We 
hav e ea rnestly sought to compose dif­ 
ferences and restore peace. 
We shall j 
persev ere In well-doing, not by force, 
hut by reason. 


Foreign Service. 
1 he foreign serv ice of our gov ern­ 
ment needs to be reorganized and Im­ 
prov ed. 
Fiscal Condition. 
Our main 
problems are 
domestic 
problems. 
Fina ncia l stability is the 
first requisite of sound gov ernment. 
We cannot esca pe the effect of world 
conditions. 
NY’e cannot av oid the in­ 
ev itable results of the economic disor­ 
ders which hav e reached all nations. 
But we shall diminish their harm to 
us in proportion as we continue to re­ 
store our gov ernment finances to a 
secure and endurable position. 
This 
we can do and must do. 
Upon that 
firm foundation rests the only hope of 
progress and prosperity . 
From that 
•source must come relief for the people. 
This is being accomplished 
by a 
drastic 
hut 
orderly 
retrenchment, 
niiieii is bringing our ex penses within 
our means. 
The origin of this 
h a s 
been the determination of the Amer­ 
ican people, the main support has been 
the courage of those in authority , ana 
the effectiv e 
method 
has 
been 
tie* 
budget sy stem. 
The result has in­ 
v olv ed 
real 
sacrifice by department 
heads, but it Nas been made without 
flinching. 
This sy stem is a iaw of the 
congress, 
it represents y our will. 
It 
must be maintained, and ought j,o be 
strengthened by the ex a mple of y our 
observ ance. 
Without a budget sy sto, 
there can be no fix ed responsibility a d 
no constructiv e scientific economy . 
Another reform which Is urgant 
in 
our fiscal sy stem is the abolition of 
the right to issue tax -ex empt securi- 
I ties. 
The ex isting sy stem not only 
permits a large amount of the wealth 
of the nation to esca pe its just bur­ 
den but a cts as a continual stimula nt 
to municipal ex tra v a ga nce. This should 
be prohibited by constitutional amend- 
I ment. 
All the wealth of the nation 
ought to contribute its fair share to 
the ex penses of the nation. 
Tariff Law. 
The present tariff la w ha s a ccom­ 
plished its two main objects. 
It has 
secured 
an 
abundant rev enue 
and 
j been productiv e of an abounding pros- 
; perity . 
Under it the country has had 
a v ery large ex port and import trade. 
A constant rev ision of the tariff by the 
congress is disturbing and harmful, 
j The present la w contains an elastic ! 
prov ision a uthorizing the President to 
increase or decrea se present sched­ 
ules not In ex cess of 50 per centum to 
meet the difference in cost of produc 
tion at home and abroad. 
This does 
not, to my mind, warrant a rewriting 
of the whole law. but does mean, and 
will he so administered, that whenev er j 
the required inv estiga tion shows that 
inequalities 
of 
sufficient 
Importance 
ex ist in any schedule, the power to , 
change them should and will be a p­ 
plied. 
Shipping. 
The entire well being of our country 
is dependent upon transportation by 


the war acquired a lWge 
merchant 
rteet which should be transferred, as 
soon as possible, to priv ate Ownership 
and operation under conditions which 
would secure two results: First, and 
j of prime Importance, adequate means 
for national- defense; second, adequate 
serv ice to American commerce. 
Until 
shipping conditions are such that our 
fleet 
can 
be 
disposed 
of 
adv a nta ­ 
geously under these conditions, It will 
be operated as economically as pos­ 
sible under such plans us may be ad­ 
v ised from time to time by the ship­ 
ping board. YY'e must hav e a merchant 
marine 
which 
meets 
these 
require­ 
ments, and we shull hav e to pay the 
cost of its serv ice. 


Public Improvements. 
The time ha s come to resume In a 
moderate wa y the opening of our in- 
fracoastal wa terwa y s; the control of 
flood waters of the Mississippi nn^I 
of the Colorado riv ers; the improv e­ 
ment 
of 
the 
wa terwa y s 
from 
the 
Great Lakes toward the Gulf of Mex ­ 
ico; 
and 
the 
dev elopment 
of 
the 
great power and nav igation project of 
the St. La wrence riv er, for which ef­ 
forts are now being made to secure 
the 
necessa ry 
treaty 
with 
Canada. 
These projects cannot all be under­ 
taken at once, but all should hav e the 
immediate consideration of the con­ 
gress and be adopted a s fast as plans 
can be matured 
and the necessa ry 
funds become av ailable. 
This Is not 
incompatible with economy , for their 
nature does not require so much a 
public ex penditure as a capital Inv est­ 
ment which will be reproductiv e, as 
ev idenced by the marked increase In 
rev enue from the Pa na ma canal. Upon 
these projects depend much future in- 
• dustrial 
and 
agricultural 
progress. 
They represent the protection of la rge 
a reas from flood and the addition of a 
great 
amount 
of cheap power 
and 
cheap freight by use of nav igation, j 
chief of which is the bringing of ofcean- ! 
going ships to the Great Lakes. 
• 
Another problem 
<ff allied character 
j is the superpower dev elopment of the 
northeastern sta tes, consideration of 
which is proceeding under the direc­ 
tion of the Depa rtment of Commerce 
j by joint conference with the local a u­ 
thorities. 
Railroads. 
Criticism of the railroad la w has 
been directed, first, to the section lay - 
ing down the rule by which rates are 
fix ed, and prov iding for pay ment to 
the 
gov ernment 
and 
use of ex cess 
ea rnings; second, to the method for 
the adjustment of wage sca les; and 
third, to the authority permitting con­ 
solidations. 
It 
has been 
erroneously 
assumed 
that the act undertakes to gua ra ntee 
railroad earnings. 
The law requires 
tha t rates should be just and rea son­ 
able. 
Tha t has a lwa y s been the rule j 
under which rates hav e been fix ed. : 
To make a rate that does not y ield a j 
fair return results in confiscation, and | 
confiscatory rates are of course uncon- i 
stitutiona l. 
Unless 
tHe 
gov ernment i 
a dheres to the rule of making a rate i 
that will y ield a fair return, it must 
abandon rate making altogether. The 
new and important 
fea ture of that 
part of the law is the recapture and 
redistribution of ex cess rates. 
The 
constitutionality of this method is now 
before the Supreme court for a djudi­ 
cation. 
Their 
decision 
should 
be 
a wa ited before attempting further leg- 
, islation on this subject. 
Furthermore, 
the importance of this fea ture will not 
be great if consolidation goes 
into 
effect. 
The settlement of railroad labor dis­ 
putes is a ma tter of grav e public con- 
cern. 
The labor 
board 
was 
esta b­ 
lished to protect the public in the en­ 
joy ment of continuous serv ice by a t­ 
tempting to insure J ustice hetween the 
compa nies and their employ ees. 
It has 
been a great help, but is not a lto­ 
gether sa tisfa ctory to the public, the 
employ ees, or the companies. 
If a 
substantial agreement can he reach# ;! 
among the groups 
Interested, there 
should be no hesita tion In enacting 
such agreement into law. 
If It Is not 
reached, the labor board may v ery 
well be left for the present to protect 
ihe public welfare. 
The law for consolidations is not suffi­ 
ciently effectiv e to be ex peditious. Ad­ 
ditional legisla tion is needed giv ing 
authority for v oluntary consolidations, 
both regional and route, and prov id­ 
ing gov ernment machinery to aid ami 
stimula te such action, a lwa y s subject 
to the approv al of the intersta te com­ 
merce commission. 
This should an- i 
thorize the commission to appoint com­ 
mittees for each proposed,group, reje 
resenting the public and the compo­ 
nent roads, with power to negotiate 
with indiv idual 
security holders for 
| an ex cha nge of their securities for 
those of the consolidation on such 
terms and conditions as the commis­ 
sion may prescribe for a v oiding any 
confiscation and preserv ing fair v al 
ues. 
Should this permissiv e consollda- 
; tion prov e ineffectiv e a fter a limited 1 
period, the a uthority of the gov ern- 1 
ment will hav e to he directly Inv oked. 
Consolidation appears to be the only j 
feasible method for the maintenance 
of an adequa te sy stem of transporta­ 
tion with an opportunity so to adjust 
freight rates as to meet such tempo­ 
rary conditions as now prev ail in some 
agricultural sections. 
Competent au­ 
thorities agree 
that an entire reor­ 
ganization of the rate structure for 
freight is necessa ry 
This should be 
ordered at once hi 
the congress.

Philip Preaching the Gospel In 
Sanaa ria ( vt. 4-8). 
Following the ston­ 
ing of Stephen the enem ies of the Lord 
were more active than ever in their 
effort* to stam p out the new 
faith. 
With Saul as their leader they dragged 
from their homes and imprisoned those 
who confessed Christ, but the Devil 
overreached him self In this, for this

In this they 
j were like many church members today 
without the Spirit’s gift.

In the eon- 
! version of the eunuch we see the Lord’s 
work still broadening. The Gospel was 
first preached to the Sam aritans who 
were nationally on the borderland be­ 
tween the Jew s and the Gentiles.

We desire to perpetuate it alw ays by 
granting full justice to others and re­ 
quiring of others full justice to our­ 
selves. 
Our country has one cardinal prin­ 
ciple to maintain In its foreign pol­ 
icy. 
It Is un American principle. 
It 
must 
be an American 
policy. 
We 
attend to our own affairs, conserve 
our own strength, and protect the in­ 
terests of our own citizens; hut we 
recognize thoroughly our obligation to 
help others, reserving to the decision 
of our own judgment the time. tin* 
place, and the method. 
We realize 
the common bond of humanity. 
We 
know the inescapable law of service. 
Our country lins definitely refused 
to adopt and ratify tile covenant of the 
League of Nations. 
We have not felt 
warranted in assum ing the responsi­ 
bilities which its members have a s­ 
sumed. 
I 
ara 
not 
proposing 
any 
change In this policy; neither Is the 
senate. 
The Incident, no far as we 
are concerned, is closed. 
The league 
exists us a foreign agency. 
We hope 
it will be helpful. 
Bot tile United 
States sees no reason to limit its own 
freedom and liitieptnd* nee of action 
by Joining It. 
We shall do well to re- 
ognlse rids basic fact in all national 
affairs and govern ourselves accord­ 
ingly.

Our foreign policy has alw ays been 
guided by two principles 
The one is

The other is 
the peaceful settlement of controver­ 
sies between nations. 
By 
example 
and by treaty we have advocated arbi­ 
tration. 
F o r nearly 25 years we have 
been a member of Tim Hague tribunal, 
and have long sought tim creation of 
a permanent World Court of Justice. 
I am In full accord with both of these 
policies. 
I flavor the establishment 
o f such a court intended to include 
the whole world. 
That is, and has 
long been, an American policy. 
PenUiag before tile senate is a pro­ 
posal

support to the Permanent Court of In 
termitionnl (Justice, which Is n new 
urul somewhat different plan.

not a partisan question.

f de not propose to barter 
awuy for the privilege of trade any of 
the cherished rights of humanity.

rights and principles must go wherever 
the sanctions of our government go. 
But while the favor of America is 
not for sale, I am willing to make very 
large concessions for the purpose of 
rescuing the people of Russia.

But more are needed.

| ever there appears any disposition to

Debts. 


The current debt and interest due 
from foreign governments, exclusive of 
the British debt of $4,OOO,OOO,OOO, is 
about $7,200,000,000. 
I do not favor 1 
the cancellation of this debt, but I see 
no objection to adjusting it in accord­ 
ance with the principle adopted for the 
British debt. 'O u r country would not 
wish to assum e the role of an oppres­ 
sive debtor, but would maintain the 
principle that financial obligations be­ 
tween nations are likewise moral obli­ 
gations which International faith and 
honor require should be discharged. 
Our government 
has a liquidated 
claim against Germany for the expense 
of the urmy of occupation of over $225,- 


the war acquired a ftirge merchant 
fleet which should be transferred, as 
soon as possible, to private O wnership 
and operation under conditions which 
would secure two results: First, and 
of prime importance, adequate means 
for national” defense; second, adequate 
service to American commerce. 
Until 
shipping conditions are such that our 
i fleet 
can 
be 
disposed 
of 
advanta­ 
geously under these conditions, it will 
j be operated as economically as pos- 
j slide under such plans us may be ad­ 
vised from time to time by the ship- 
J ping board. We must have a merchant 
m arine which 
m eets these require­ 
ments, arni we shull have to pay the 
cost of its service. 


Public improvements. 
Tile time has come to resume In a 
moderate way the opening of our in- 
traeoastal w aterw ays; the control of 
flood waters of the Mississippi an^i 
of the Colorado rivers; the improve­ 
ment 
of 
the 
w aterw ays 
from 
the 
Great Lakes toward the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico; 
and 
the 
development 
of 
the 
great power and navigation project of 
the St. Lawrence river, for which ef­ 
forts are now being made to secure 
the 
necessary 
treaty 
with 
Canada. 
These projects cannot all be under­ 
taken at once, but all should have the 
immediate consideration of the con­ 
gress and be adopted as fast as plans 
can 
be matured 
and the necessary 
funds become available. 
This Is not 
incompatible with economy, for their 
nature does not require so much a 
public expenditure as a capital invest­ 
ment which will be reproductive, as 
evidenced by the marked increase in 
revenue from the Panam a canal. Upon 
these projects depend much future in­ 
dustrial 
and 
agricultural 
progress.

To m ake a rate that does not yield a 
fair return results in confiscation, and 
confiscatory rntes are of course uncon­ 
stitutional.

adheres to the rule of making a rate J 
that will yield a fair return, it must 
abandon rate making altogether. Tho 
new and important 
feature of that 
part of the law is the recapture and 
redistribution of excess rates. 
The 
e< inst) tut ion al tty of this method Is now 
before the Supreme court for adjudi­ 
cation.

islation on this subject. 
Furt herm orc, 
the Importance of this feature will not

to the approval of the Interstate coin- 
mere** commission. 
T his should au­ 
thorize the commission to appoint com­ 
mittees for each proposed#group, rej»- 
resentfng the public and the compo 
uent roads, with power to negotiate 
with Individual security holders for 
an exchange of their securities for 
those of the consolidation

sion may prescribe for avoiding any 
confiscation and preserving fair val 
lies.

All of this service must 
be clean, must be prompt and effec* 
j tive, and It must be administered in 
j a spirit of the broadest and deep*-st 
human sympathy. 
If investigation re­ 
veals any present defects of adminis- 
' tration or need of legislation, orders 
! will be given for the immediate cor 
j rectlon of administration, and recom­ 
mendations for legislation should be 
given the highest preference. 
At present there are 9,5o0 vacant 
beds In government hospitals.
